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Mr. Gompers' Convention.

T O iiiKliTsUnd fully the fight nude bv Socialistic iiii'on men in 
the convention of the American Fitderation of Labor, one 
must trice into consideration hr.r; the convention is made up. 
The American Federation of Labor is a voluntary conf^ 
cration of national and intematioaal unions. If a national union 
r*ants to withdraw there is really no r ay to force it back into the fold 
' -especially if sueh a union has no “laMl” to boom. 

For instance, the Mine Wcjrker* and the .^malga1nated Iron and 
Stoei W'orkera have witltdrawn in the past without suffering enueb in- 
Jun' from such act. The big railroad brotherhoods are still out, 
and all attempts to coax them into the fold liave failed so far. Of 
course, for unions with a ‘‘label" that depends on the patronage of 
other union men, a cliarter from tlie American Federation of Labor 
means something. .And as capitalism developer, all unions will sooner 
or later be welded into one big labor organization. 

« * * * 

Under the present conditions the national and international of¬ 
ficers of the various unions are by far the most important element in 
fte convention. They are usually reelected every year—some of them 
are even delegates by virtue of their offices. These unions have one 
vote for every one ht-.ndred members of their respective unions, so 
it can be seen tij«t they have a large voting power. For instance, the 
miners’ delegation has over 2379 votes, and the carpenters liave ^,637 
votes. The miners’ delegation has not changed more tlian one or 
two men in ten yearf—and the same condition prct'ails in most of the 
otlier unions. Now ill the big unions are represented in the Execu¬ 
tive Gouncil of the American Federation of Labor, the council hav¬ 
ing enlarged whenever the occasion required it, to make this pos¬ 
sible. It is e^'en claimed that at least one national union is paydng a 
per capita for 50,000 members without liaving the membership, in 
order to retain "the prestige" and the i.eat in the Executive Council. 

Another very numerous and very influential element in the con¬ 
vention, is made up of the general organizers of the American Federa¬ 
tion of Labor. Tney are men who are doing very necessary and ver^ 
good work in the trades union movement, but they seem to find it 
oecessary to have themselves elected to the con^ntions, and .here they 
form as cttective a “claque” for Mr. Gompers as any actor in a Bowery 
theater ayer bad. 

These general organizers do the "hissing" and tlic applauding, 
move the ’Trevious question,” and attend to all the other little but 
telling work of the machine. The general organizers depend upon 
Gompers, by whom they are appointed, for tlicir living, and naturally 
^ controls them entirely. 

The third and last element are the delegates of tlie central bodies 
of states and cities, of the Federal Unions, and of unions not liaving 
• national organization. They have only one vote each. The State 
Federation of the state of New York aiid the central hc-ly of Ken¬ 
osha have the same vote. 

Now, under these conditions, while we had over 313 delegates 
In Minneapolis, I was told that about a dozen men controlled the 
voting power of the convention. 

It IS true that as a rule the vote it simply an "aye” and "no” 
vote, yet everybody knows that if there was any pro^sition of im¬ 
portance, or one where the power of the executive council would come 
into westion, a ’’roll call” would be demanded. And while there were a 
Modfy number of Socialists and Sodalist sympathizers in the conven¬ 
tion, most of them did not dare to cqicn their mouths, because they 
depmded on favors from Gompers and the executive council—they 
had “axes to grind,” at one of them who is a member of the party ex¬ 
pressed it. 

• • • 

The principal issue in the last convention was the declaration 
of Gompers concerning the part that the trades unions should take in 
poUtica. 

It has been the avowed policy of tlie American Federation of 
Labor not to mingle in politics—that is, on tlie (ace of it; because in 
reality the American Federation of Labor always was in politics head 
over beeU. 

But this time Gompers held that the poli^ forbidding politics in 
the trade- imions meant that it fotiuds partisan politics. He said 
the Federation ought to go into politics on what be called non-pi^isan 
tines, which means that a unionist should vote for a Republican in one 
district, and for a Democrat in another. 

We held that the moment a nnion man votes either the Republi- 
or Democratic ticket, he it voring a partisan ticket, only he it vot- 


^ (or partisans of the capitalistic class,'which loth parties represent, 
stmtding for the existing system. In our opinion If the Federa¬ 
tion was to go into poU^ at all, it was to be politics on class lines.

lay just for the interests of the 
working class, exactlv as he is working for his clau in the trades 
ttnkms, and this woiud require, since we do not want the trades 
onions to be used as a poUtkal machine, an independent labor party. 

Gooqien’ position meant that we ought to g<rt promises from the 
representathres of the old parties, the connessraen and other office¬ 
holders, and to support tb^ on election uy that promise most 
We declared that before election tvtty ca^talittic politician 
would promise everYthing, and has promised in the past but the 
moment hs to Washington, he is under the control of Joe Csn- 
Bon on the Rennblican side, or John Sharp Williams on the D«no- 
mtie side, bom of whom are party whips for the capitatiits. The 
R^nbUcan or Democratic congressman could not do anything for 
lahm even if hs really tried to. Therefore we told Mr. Gompers, if 
M only wanted proimsee, he coold get all he wanted. 

Gompers then made personal attacks upon the writer. 

He picked up s statement that appear^ in the SOCIAL-DEMO¬ 
CRATIC, HERALD in December last year, describing him as a 
"self-doniplaoent cld fool,” and he tried to make the meet out of that 
phtrnie inttead of answering our arguments. Go mp ers vdtemently 
diarged the Socialists with trying to disrupt the trades uniont, and, 
of courts^ tbs whole crowd of Us supporte r s applauded. He had

This was in tire nature of a pre¬ 
liminary report on the income ac¬ 
count of the railways of the coun¬ 
try, and it covers returns for rail¬ 
way companies operating 220,- 
02644 fuiles of litres. These in¬ 
clude the hues operated undertr ek- 
age rights, or about rf) per cent of 
±c mileage that will be covered by 
the final report on the statistics of 
railways for the year. The total 
gross earnings of theroadsasshowTi 
in the report under consideration 
were $2.H9.7(*>joy). being equiva¬ 
lent to $10,543 pec idle; passenger 
earnings were $fii 8 ,S 5 ^' 934 . 
$2,811 per mile, and freight earn¬ 
ings $1,640,942,862, or $7458 per 
mile. Oirerating expenses were 
>1,532, 163.163, or $5^3 per mile 
'Tire net earnings of the road, "rere 
5787.596,877, being $3^50 pec n«fe, 
and nearly $^floojooo more titan 
the corresponding amount reported 
for the previous year. The 
jsnount reported as income front 
■KHirces other than operation was 
'132,624.982. Thi* amount in- 
.-ludes a few duplication, due to the 
rnethod of accounting followed by 
certain of the carriers. Adding 
this amount to net earnings from 
iperatkin gives %^20,22tjiy). 
.Against this amount were charged 
as interest, rents, betterments, taxes 
and miscelUneout items, the sum 
of $590,386,554, and as dividends 
the snm of $229406,598, leaving 
a inrplus for the year of $100428,- 
707. The taxes paid during the 
year were $68,903,388. Tlie final 
report of the year ended June 30, 
1905, showed a surplus of $8qxu3. 
4^ The amount of dividends de¬ 
clared in 1906 was $34,248,605 
more than that shown for the divi¬ 
dends of practically the same roads 
in 1905. This preliminary report 


relates to operating roads only, and 
does not include the slatciiUMits of 
any dividends paiil by leased lines 
from the income they received as 
re»;;. The diridetids declared by

Near Mammoth Gave, Ky., by 
the roadside, Nov. 20. 

'I'o the Editor: After six weeks 
Ion the road w'tli a covi*rcd wagon 
and team in the interest of Social¬ 
ism, with your kindness nay I men¬ 
tion a few things we have nui up 
against. 

The long road from tliis point 
to Kenton Harbor, .Mich., througll 
a closely wired-in liigliway has lieen 
irksome and nionot^inotis hewond 
cxi*rcssiou. for wc have liccn treat¬ 
ed almost every stq> of the w,iy as 
outlaws, with no rights r>n the liigh- 
ivay. Wc lave almost had to 'eeg 
lor feed for our team, besides pay¬ 
ing for it more tlaii tlu' iiarkct 
price. Our tent has saved us from 
slcejiing in tlie fence corners. If 
I were to try to express in one 
sentence iiiy observations tlirougli 
Indiata and Kentucky, I would 
.say: The iridustrial conditions arc 
siiii|ily ilaiiifibltlc. Tlie country 
jicojilc ill most cases know no more 
of real social life tliaii the cattle 
in Uic pastures. The pcojile arc 
neither prosperous, eoiitenteil nor 
lappy. Neither do they read Isioks 
or iimgaziiies. at least outside the 
cities and villages. The average 
wagc-eanier and tenant farmer 
eoiii|>lain.s bitterly of being unable 
to nake only a hare living 
owing to the increased cost 
of living. These workers are 
ready for Socialism, but in 
most rases know scarcely ani-thing 
aliout it. Mammoth Cave, the most 
renowned cave in tile world, is in 
the hands of a private niono])oly 
anil it costs S5.00 to see it after ar¬ 
riving at the nearest raltroail sta¬ 
tion. Hundreds of |h.-o|iIc in this 
vicinity lave never seen it, owing 
lo the cost. 

Cost of exploring seems to in¬ 
crease as we go .sotitli and wages 
dixreasc. < >uc dollar a day is con¬ 
sidered the top notch here for all 
thiv lalK>icr.s on farm, stri'ct. etc.
